THE VALUE OF WATER. 


What can be done in irrigation 
with a water supply obtained from 
the ground by pumping is illus- 
trated at R. B. Blower’s vineyard, 
near Woodland. From a well 20 
feet in diameter and by means of 
machivery that he employs, using 
straw for fuel, he can pour on any 
part of his land 150,000 gallous of 
water per hour, or a little more 
than three and one-half millions in 
24 hours. One piece of ground c>n- 
taining six acres, he flooded en- 
tirely with water in 8 hours, 

’ This water, if sold at the price the 
Board of Supervisors of Yuba coun- 
ty fixed for water for purposes of ir- 
rigation, would yield him arevenue 
of $22 5C per hour, or adaily income 
of $225 for each ten hours, or a 
monthly revenue of $5,625 for each 
25 days. With the aid of irrigation 
Mr. Blower has raised as high as 
17 tons to the acre of seedless Sul- 
tana grapes. This was from 6-year- 
old vines. When planting from 
cuttings, and two years old, they 
yield him about four tous per acre, 
and rooted vines of the same age 
will yield eight tons per acre. 


EDITORIAL NOTES. 


Andrew J. Marsh, the well known 
shorthand reporter, died in San 
Francisco last Friday, at the age of 
54. Marsh gained celebrity just 
prior to the war by reporting forthe 
New York Herald the trial of John 
Brown for his connection with the 
outbreak at Harper’s Ferry. Nearly 
everybedy connected with journal- 
ism on the Pacific Coast is familiar 
with Marsh. He was chosen official 
reporter of the Nevada Constitu- 
tional Convention which assembled 
at Carson in 1863, which Constitu- 
tion was rejected by the people that 
Fall. The second Nevada Constitu- 
tional Convention, which assembled 
in 1864, also chose Mr. Marsh as its 
official reporter, and the large 
volume of the debates in that con- 
vention are his handiwork. He 
was a reporter of great speed and 
unerring accuracy. 


Ton Kin Sin, a high official of the 
Celestial Empire, is now on his 
way to makea tour of Europe for 
the purpose of studying commercial 
and manufacturing systems, with a 
view to their introduction in China. 
He will also visit this country on 
the same mission, and will spend 
much time bere, examining espec- 
jially American manufactures and 
engineering.

Boston’s Traffic in Potiter’s Field

Bostoxr, March 13. 
In regard to the charges in Governor 
Butler’s message that the traffic in 
bodies of paupers dying at the State 
alms-house has been carried on a long 
time, the Journal prints a statement to 
the efiect that of 2,500 deaths in 10 
years 580 bodies were delivered to 
medical colleges, according to law: 
No record has been made of the dispo- 
sition of the remaining 2,200 supposed 
to be buried in Potter’s field;. but it is 
alleged that some graves have no 
bodies. Charges are made that bodies 
have been preserved in a pickling 
fluid and sent to distant points in 
kerosene barrels, The superintendent 
states that this has been done in a few 
instances at the request of Harvard 
College in warm weather. 


A Famous Murder Trial. 
UNIONTOWN, Pa., March 13. 

The Dukes-Nutt murder trial was 
resumed this morning. Letters writ- 
ten by Dukes to Captain Nutt were put 
in evidence and created a sensation. 
Dukes acknowledged that unsolicited 
he had illicit intercourse with Nutt’s 
daughter, and gave alleged town 
rumors affecting her character. He 
gives it as his opinion that Miss Nutt 
was in a delicate condition, and infer- 
entially suggested that abortion might 
have saved the honor of his daughter 
and family. The prosecution rested, 
and the defense proceeded to show 
that after the tragedy Dukes said he 
was sorry for what be had done, but 
acted only im self-defense, as Nutt 
would otherwise have killed him. 


A Compliment to a Soldier. 
New YORK, March 13. 

The Herald says editorially: ‘Gen. 
Stone furnished our correspondent 
with an account of reforms which he 
introduced in the Egyptian army. We 
can imagine the dismay with which he 
saw that army disintegrated by Arabi’s 
secession and melt away like Summer 
snow.

AERIAL TELEGRAPHY. 


A Theory which May Revolution- 
ize Things in the Transmission 
of News. 

Professor Loomis, who, it is said, 
has been furnished money for the 
purpose by Senator Fair, of this 
State, has been experimenting for 
several years in the mountains of 
Virginia on aerial telegraphy. His 
theory is that there are electrical 
currents in the air, which can be 
reached from the top of high moun- 
iains, and that, when reached, com- 
munication can be had from one 
point to another without the aid of 
connecting wires. The results of 
the experiments are said to be sur- 
prisingly successful, and calculated 
to revolutionize the whole tele- 

raphic system of communication. 
tis claimed by Professor Loomis 
that water can also be used as a me- 
dium of telegraphic communica- 
tion, and that he will shortly make 
the experiment of telegraphing 
from one side of the Atlantic to the 
other, using the ecean itself as a 
means of communication. It is 
possible that instead of having sub- 
terranean cables and lines of wires 
from one place to another, the 
electrical currents which are sup- 
posed to pervade the atmosphere 
above the earth, and the waters of 
lakes, seas and ocgans, will be used 
for trausmitting news all over the 
earth.
